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COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Cheshire County: 


The commissioners of the county of Cheshire in compliance 
with the public statutes hereby submit their annual report for 
the year ending December 31, 1910, together with the reports 
of the superintendent of Maplewood Home, chaplain, sheriff, 
physician, jailor, solicitor, treasurer, auditors and clerk of the 
superior court. 

Maplewood Home has continued under the excellent man- 
agement of Mr. and Mrs. Whitman, who have for so many 
years in the past performed their duties patiently, uncomplain- 
ingly and faithfully in the interest of the county, and with un- 
stinted charity and loving kindness toward the poor and al- 
most friendless inmates. 

The farm land is in excellent cultivation and the crops 
for the year past yielded fairly well with the exception of the 
potatoes; they were seriously injured by the long, severe and 
continued drought. 

There are other improvements very much needed and 
which will have to be provided for as soon as the county’s 
finances will permit. That is a hospital building. The general 
conveniences for caring for the sick are poor and they cannot 
be given the care and attention they should have. 

The county buildings are all in first-class condition and 
repair at the present time. 

It must be apparent to every one that there isa growing 
necessity for more rooms in the court house. The rooms and 
conveniences for those having business at the register of deeds 
and the clerk of court offices are wholly inadequate for offices 
of that kind. That they are not in a sufficiently fireproof 
building to insure their protection against loss by fire and 
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sooner or later the county will be called upon to make pro- 
vision for the much needed relief. 

The payments on the commissioners orders are given here- 
with as required by law and a summary of all expenses for the 
year is also given. Full information in regard to the financial 
condition of the county will be found in the reports of the 
treasurer and auditors. 

Should anyone feel that they did not fully understand or 
comprehend what was there presented to them, we will say 
that the commissioners are in session at their office in the court 
house in Keene on the first and third Friday of every month 
during the year. There they will be pleased to show the vari- 
ous accounts item by item duly receipted, not only of this year, 
but of the years gone by. 2: 

As long as the present law exists we shall always have . 
more or less of the needy poor to support away from the home 
so far as may be consistent. We are satisfied that we have had 
the support and cooperation of the overseers of the poor in 
our several towns in helping the unfortunate and in keeping 
the expenses as low as circumstances would permit. 

Rev. R. A. Burrows has ministered to the spiritual welfare 
at the Home, and 8. S. Quinn has rendered like service to the 
jail. They have been faithful in their ministrations and given 
many words of comfort and cheer to the unfortunate. They 
have our best wishes for their good work. 

James A. Craig, M. D., has during the past year, like the 
many years before, continued faithfully to look after and care 
for the wants of the sick and aiding at the Home, and Charles 
S. Walker, M. D., has looked out for the outside poor in the 
city of Keene, and for their excellent services we wish to ex- 
tend our grateful thanks. 

During the past year, like many years before, the jail has 
been under the pleasing care and management of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. S. Tuttle. This institution is well kept and a spirit of 
cleanliness pervades every part, and the things connected 
therewith are in most excellent condition. We extend to them 
our greatest appreciation. 
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We wish also to thank one and all of the county officials 
and the overseers of the poor of the various towns for their 
watchful care in all county matters, and we sincerely hope 
that none desiring assistance and attention have suffered 
through the lack of attention or omission of any duty thereof. 
We wish to thank the citizens for their kindly suggestions and 
cheerful assistance.

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SOLICITOR’S REPORT. 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners for the 

County of Cheshire: 

Gentlemen :—I beg leave to submit herewith my report as 
solicitor for the year beginning January 1st and ending Decem- 
ber 31st, 1910. 

At the April 1910 term of the superior court the following 
criminal cases were disposed of: 

William E. Sharron, for larceny, and Fred Sweeney for 
the same offence were sentenced to state prison for not less 
than one year and one day and not more than three years. 
Tillie Sharron, wife of William, was sent to the house of cor- 
rection for one year for a similar offence. 

Clifford Durant, for larceny, was sentenced to six months 
in the house of correction at Westmoreland. This was the 
second offence of this young man in petit larceny. 

Joseph Goldi, for breaking and entering a summer place, 
received not less than one year and one day nor more than 
three years in state prison. 

Joseph Murphy, of Walpole, for keeping for sale. After 
this indictment it developed that Murphy was guilty under 
the statute of 1909, for soliciting orders, rather than for keep- 
ing for sale. A warrant was issued. He was brought before 
the police court of Keene and paid a fine and received a sus- 
pended jail sentence. This case was then nol. prossed. 

William B. Allen, subsequent offence, keeping liquor for 
sale. Allen paid a fine of $200 and costs and spent two months 
in the house of correction. 

Charles A. Blake, of Harrisville, for keeping liquor for 
sale. Paid a fine of $200 and boarded at the house of correction 
for two months. 
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At the October 1910 term: 


John Hasselgron was indicted for breaking and entering. 
There were some palliating circumstances. Hasselgron was 
an ignorant foreigner and had already spent about six months 
in jail, and was by the direction of the court, released on his 
own recognizance. 

Arthur Norrington pleaded guilty to burning a bridge 
from Walpole to Westminster and was sentenced to not less 
than five nor more than seven years in state prison. 

Clarence Cady pleaded guilty to breaking and entering 
in Alstead. He was sentenced to the state prison for not less 
than one year and one month nor more than two years and 
six months. 

Arthur Fred of Keene pleaded guilty to an indictment for 
petit larceny. Upon recommendation of the parties com- 
plaining, as he was not considered a confirmed criminal, Fred 
was given a sentence of one year in Jail, which sentence was 
suspended upon his payment of the costs of prosecution. 

Fred Gainley, of Keene, for obtaining money under false 
pretences. In this case the defendant was accused of selling 
a horse which did not belong to him. The party claiming the 
horse has replevined him and this case was continued to await 
the outcome of the civil suit. If it should be determined by 
the jury that the horse belonged to Gainley, it would be folly 
to try this case. 

Lawrence Wood, for larceny of a watch and chain in Al- 
stead. At the time this offence was committed Wood was very 
much intoxicated. My information is that he is of rather weak 
mentality and the ends of justice seem to be served by giving 
a suspended sentence of one year in jail, which was done. 

George O. Norcross, for statutory offence, was given not 
less than three nor more than five years in state prison. 

Charles Haskell, subsequent offence, keeping liquor for 
sale in Troy, pleaded guilty, and spent 60 days in.the house of 
correction and paid a fine of $100 and costs. 

Elmer Oliver, for breaking and entering a freight car in 
Keene and stealing goods therefrom, pleaded guilty and re- 
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ceived a sentence of not less than two years and three months 
nor move than three years. 

Fred Mann, for breaking and entering in Alstead. This 
young man was indicted for breaking and entering and was 
a companion of Clarence Cady. He was out on bail, and failed 
to appear when called for. The case was continued to give 
the bail an opportunity to produce him. 

Willard C. Beede was indicted for burning a house in 
Hinsdale. He was tried by the petit jury, who found a verdict 
of guilty. The court, after a lapse of some time, set aside the 
verdict—a rather unusual proceeding in this state in criminal 
eases. As the state has no exception in criminal cases, the de- 
eision of the court cannot be reviewed. Whether the ends of 
justice demand a further trial in this matter, | am at present 
undetermined. 

Ignac Penger was indicted for assault with intent to kill 
in Winchester. This is a Polish case and is somewhat confused, 
as is not infrequently true in such cases. A woman seems to 
be involved. The case was continued in October because there 
was not time to try it by the jury. | 

There have heen numerous minor offences prosecuted. 

Among others, Charles M. Russell, of Walpole, was con- 
victed in the police court of Keene. He paid a fine and costs 
and received a suspended jail sentence. 

Pat Donohue, of Keene, did likewise, as also Wilson Col- 
burn, of Walpole, who paid a fine and costs for selling cider. 

W. H. Priest, of Richmond, pleaded guilty in the police 
court of Keene to keeping liquor for sale. He paid a fine of 
$50 and costs and received a suspended sixty days’ jail sen- 
tence. 

Joseph W. Murphy, of Walpole, paid a fine of $100 and 
costs in the police court of Keene and received a suspended 
“sixty days’ jail sentence for soliciting. This is the case re- 
ferred to above. 

Frank Allen, of Walpole, likewise pleaded guilty in the 
police court of Keene and paid a fine of $25 and costs and re- 
ceived a sixty days’ suspended jail sentence. 
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Charles Pierce, of Keene, also pleaded guilty in the police 
court as did Charles Holt of Keene, of keeping for sale. Both 
received fines of $25 and jail sentences of sixty days, which 
were suspended on payment of costs, as the offences were 
largely technical. 

John Curran, of Keene, pleaded guilty to keeping for sale 
and was fined $50 in the police court of Keene, receiving a sus- 
pended jail sentence of sixty days. His wife was also prose- 
euted, but owing to her condition of health the complaint. was 
placed on file. 

There are no civil cases pending in the courts in which 
the county is interested. The case of the town of Roxbury, 
asking for assistance in maintaining highway which has been 
pending in the superior court, was settled by agreement of the 
commissioners. 

In my opinion, it is an injustice to the county to have fines 
assessed in police courts in towns maintaining such courts paid 
into the town treasury even though prosecuted at the expense 
of the county. As the law is at present, cases must be prose- 
cuted in the police courts of such towns for criminal offences 
committed within them and if fines are there assessed, even 
though the county has been at considerable expense in prose- 
euting the cases, such fines are paid into this town treasury. 
If this condition is to continue the converse should also obtain; 
that is, in cases in which the respondent is discharged or is 
unable to pay the fine and costs and is therefore sent to jail, 
such costs should be paid from the town treasury. The true 
solution of all this matter is the establishment of a district or 
similar court for the county in which the prosecutor may bring 
all criminal cases within the county. Without reflecting upon 
the police justices throughout the county in any way, it would 
be very much better if all these cases could be tried before a 
justice fitted by training to hear them. Police courts in towns 
were largely established at the time the so-called moiety clause 
of the prohibitory law was in effect and were so established in 
order to enable such cities and towns to retain the fines paid in 
liquor cases. As these individual prosecutions no longer occur 
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and as prosecutions for the offences in question are not of such 
alarming frequency as formerly, the necessity for the main- 
tenance of such courts to a great extent no longer exists. 
There is one feature of the law which, in my opinion works 
an injustice. It is contained in an amendment to the prohib- 
itory law and is to the effect that complaints may be made to 
the attorney-general or county solicitors by any person and 
shall be treated as entirely confidential. This provision would 
not be burdensome were it not for the further enactment that 
county solicitors must investigate fully such complaints under 
penalty of fine and disbarment. About the only way the solicit- 
ors can investigate such offences is by issuing warrants and 
sending sheriffs to search the premises of the person complained 
against. Those who are responsible for the institution of 
these proceedings may shield themselves entirely and prose- 
eutors are not permitted to divulge the names of such com- 
plainants. At present, any person, from spiteful motives and 
in order to reflect upon another person who is in his disfavor, 
may complain against such person to the prosecutor when in 
fact the complaint is groundless. Yet, the prosecutor has no 
discretion in the matter but must at once proceed against the 
person of whom complaint is made. Complainants, in my 
opinion, should not be allowed to shield themselves behind the 
prosecutor in this way, nor should there be any distinction in 
this regard between prosecutions for offences against the liquor 
laws and other criminal offences. If there is merit in the com- 
plaint, the informant will be supported by public opinion; if 
there is not, he will receive the just condemnation of his 
fellows. ;
